Yours ago Luko Howard, an English 


Quaker, v.'lioho buhlni'ss cnrrlod him into 
tho open air for a cou&idorublo port of tho 
day, completed ft fine clfisslllcution of 
clundi, which has been in gonoriil uso from 
that time to this. Jt was ono of tho most 
wondorful plionomona over witnoshod In 
tho Bky that led Howard to study tlio 
olouds. It was tho dry fog of 1788 which 
overspread Eciropo entirely and a part of 
Asia nnd America, reaching tho summits 
of tho Alps and continuing from ono to 
three months, according to tho locality. 


"When Howard began his study of tho 


olouds, ho noticed that of those Intorost- 
ing objects there woro three different prin- 
cipal klndfl. 
These ho doiiominalud "cir- 


rus," "oumnliis" and "strutus." It tukus 
only the glnnco of an ordinary sort of man 


uwntfl, which iiroMinietiinoscallod"nuiro's 
tails" and "cat's tails." Whon thoy stretch 
across the WHO sky, like delicate lacowork, 
thoy aro very beautiful. 
Wo are told by 


travellers that on tho summits of lofty 
mountain peaks, fnim which thoy could 
look down upon tho heavier clouds, thoy 
havo seen tho'.o whlspy cirri floating over- 
head, apparently as far away as whon soon 
from Ilio valley. Upon a culm summer 
evening, long after sundown, these olouds 
may bo won reflecting tho most dellcato 
tints of colors from tho hist rays of sun- 
light which lllnniinatod tho higher region 
of tho atmosphere. It may bo interesting 
to know that the olrrl nro composed ol 
Hmall crystals of ico, and those and tholr 
derivatives cause tho halos which ttro soon 
at (linos about tho sun nnd moon. 


Tho cirrus clouds indicate both storms 


and clear weather, according to thoir ap- 
poaranco It is n hlgn that settled weather 
is at hand If they appear in tholr most dol- 
icato forms after stormy weather. After 
fair weather lias lusted for some tlmo, if 
they show themselves in parallel streaks, 
ihcy nr<\ tho first .indications of on an- 
proachlng change 
Stormy weather close 


at hand is Indicated by cirri whon grontly 
tangled and knotted, nnd if their borders 
hhow faintly nud with considerable indis- 
tinctness rain is MircJy coming. 


Cumulus clouds nro characteristic of 


summer. You havo heard tho farmers'call 
them "thunder heads" whon thoy raise 
I heir white, rounded summits, glittering 
in tho sun like silver above tho horizon. 
The minio farmers will toll you that in 
Mich form they aro the forerunners of a 
i hundcrstorm. Sometimes, and not infre- 
quently, these mountainous looking olouds 
nxeeod in size tho great poata of tho Andes 
nnd tho Himalayas. On a warm, plonsant 
ilny, if those cumulus clouds sppenr, not 
very largo, but distinct, though perhaps 
soft in outline and resembling cotton balls, 
t hoy indicate fair mid dry weather. When 
they grow larger, dnrkor and moro fonnld- 
nblo looking, thoy always foretell storms. 
If you will watoh them carefully, you will 
notlco that just before a rain thoy will 
MWIU to throw off little fleecy clouds around 
1 heir edges. 


Soon after sunrise cumuli clouds often 


form and temper tho intense boat of a inid- 
,-uiinnnr day. The weather wilj romaln se- 
runo if thoy gradually disappear Unrn*a 
evening, but if thoy grow darker nnd more 
numerous aa tho sun goes down you may 
rely upon it that thoro will bp considerable 
ruin. This, surely, is plain ta any man of 
ordinary intelligence who is over favored 
•\.ith a view oi tho sky, but this is not all. 
The cumuli nro tho capitals or condensed 
summits of invisible columns of vapor ris- 
ing from the earth, and they do not attain 
nearly as great a height ns tho cirri. Cu- 
muli nro generally from a half mile to two 
mllos high. Cirri vary to height from two 
or three miles to six or eight miles. Tho 
stratus is most common at night And dur- 
ing tho winter. 


The long banks of clouds which wo first 


noticed in tho southwest, which Indicate a 
turning northeast storm, nro one of tho va- 
rieties of stratus, and they always appear 
in the form of strips ol brood, low our- 
J.iirib, covering moro or loss pf the sky. 
Tne night stratus is formed of mists from 
Kwomps, rivers nnd moist ground, which 
Ki'nornlly riso and chnngo Into small cu- 
muli on summer mornings. Tho other kind 
of stratus, which appears at considerable 
IK Ights in the fall, winter and early spring, 
is an invariable forerunner of stormy

M He Were Bottor Known, Better Treat- 


ment Would Be Given Him—Popular 
JUhuuuUmtBndlng of Hydrophobia, Ba- 
bien Mid Other Norvoui DlMHMii ot Dog*. 


So great ia tho popular dread of hydro- 


phobia that a slight derangement of tho 
dog's nervous system is often mistaken for 
symptoms of rabies, while a dog in con- 
vulsions, in nn epileptic fit or stricken 
with apoplexy may bo shot as mad—pur- 
tlculnrly if it bo hot weather—boforo thoro 
isodmuce of determining tho m"jro of 
his d iBcaso. The principal centers of tho 
nervous system aro tho brain and the 
Hpirml cord. These Stonohengo compares 
to tho olootrio telegraph. 
The brain ho 


calls the contra! office. From that station 
aro issued messages to all parts of tho 
body, and the wires which carry thobo 
moss iges are tho nerves of motion, nerves 
of sensation and the nerves of organic life, 
all ol which have tholr separate ganglia, 
or tho lessor station masters. Tho normal 
movements of the body aro tho result of 
harmonious, co-ordinated functional ac- 
tivity of tho nouromubcular mechanism— 
i. o., of tho nerve centers, nerves and mus- 
cles. In oonvulbions tho movements are 
purposeless and Irregular and aro of course 
wasteful of tho animal energies. A dog 
may have a fit from ovoroxertlon in the 
heat of tho sun, from neuralgic pains or 
from toothache, from meningitis, excessive 
fright, parasites in the nose or brain, acute 
-qnT.dlfieaso. or from tho distress of being 
lost ina largo City, Crrrr tt iiuiiaie, ur-tro- 
ing deprived of her whelps. Recently it 
has boon shown that mental distress has 
the power to give a dog diabetes 
It 


stands to reason that so sensitive an ani- 
mal should novor bo unduly excited. 


On no account allow ono dog to sec an- 


other in a fit. Tho suffering dog should 
havo his head wot and should bo kept for 
n time in a dark, quiet place free from all 
oxoi lemon t. In most i,asos of convulsions 
a small dose of bromide of potassium will 
do kToat good. Hydrophobia, considered 
as ft canine disonno, is decidedly a mls- 
nomor. Tho proper term for canine mad- 
ness is rabies. Tho rabid dog has "no 
fear of water." On tho contrary, ho craves 
it, and unless paralyzed he has no dllllcul- 
ty in swallowing it. Babies is a specific 
disease of the nervous system. In all cases 
thei e is an intense Inflammation of tho 
brain and spinal marrow, ending in a loss 
of function, which is a result common to 
infl.imed glands. 


Tho mucous glands of tho stomach anc 


bov>ols, tho liver, tho pancreas and tho 
kidneys aro all moro or loss injected with 
blood, but tho salivary glands are espe 
dally affected, and tho secretion of saliva 
is greatly increased. Thoro is fie furious 
or maniacal form of rabies and tho pnr 
form uro as rnro as is the disease. Death 
however, usually results in from two to 
ten days in the furious form, while in 
dumb rabies tho period is much shorter. 


Tho howl or bark of a mad dog is very 


remarkable. It is totally unlike his ordi 
nary voice and is touorous and molan 
choly to an extreme No one need mistake 
it. The dog's appetite is so pprvortod thai 
ho will swallow stones, sticks, straws and 
almost any filth 
His biting and snap 


piBK nro reflux actions. They should not be 
regarded an deliberate. It is then that ho 
Is really dangerous. Irritability is an ad 
vanned stage of rabies. In tho earlier 
stages tho animal is sullen nnd inclined to 
hldo away in corners. His eyes grow wile 
and suspicious. If nt largo, he will roam 
ovoi wide tracts of country at a jog trot, 
with his head down and his tongue out. 
In dumb rabies there is an entire absence 
of fMjtemont. 
The muscles of mastica- 


tion are paralyzed so that tho lower jaw is 
dropped. There is no maniacal stage at all. 


Ejilloptlcal convulsions aro duo to an ir- 


regular discharge of the nopyp colls. They 
occur unexpectedly, aro of variably dura- 


prolonged muscular contraction is ,oa)lod 
a tonio spasm, following tho tonic spasm 
are tho clouio spasms, which consist of al- 
toriwto contraction and relaxation. Tho 
dog, lik.0 tho human subject, will froth at 
tho mouth and bito tho tongue. Epilepsy 
may be hereditary, OP may be due to 
teething and worms. 


Apoplexy differs greatly from epilepsy. 


Tho convulsions are not prominent^ £h© 
pupils of the eyes are either contracted or 
dilated. Thoro is long continued uncon- 
sciousness and more or loss paralysis. 
Meningitis, so often mistaken for rabies, 
is yet very different. 
Tho temperature is 


very much elevated, which it is not in ra- 
tios. Tho dog snaps, but shows no tend- 
oncy to bite, and there is no particular 
bark and howl combined, although tho 
dog'H voice is high pitched. 


Phrenitis is a simple inflammation of 


the brain. It is sometimes a complication 
of distempers and is fcho puiy disorder 
which resembles rabies. It generally oc- 
curs in the hottest weather. The ,dog can- 
not propagate phrenitls by salivary inocu- 
lation. 


"Hydrophobia in human beings," says 


a writer, "results from accidents of a norv 
ous order, sometimes mortal, sometimes 
curable, according as thoy derive from dis- 
,ordoi s analogous to tetanus (lockjaw) pro- 
duced by a wound or from purely mental 
disorders." 
According to 
Dr. 
Gaffe, 


"spontaneous rabiform hydrophobia is the 
only rabies that exists,'and that Js a mortal 
rabies," Before M. Pasteur's'system w»0 
Invented about 19 persons annually woro 
officially reported to have died of hydro 
phobia. Now, strange as it may seem, tho 
number of persons who aimimH}- report 
themselves bitten by rabid animals aver- 
ages from 1,BOO to 2,000. Babies is a rare 
disease, rarer today than In the past, and 
hydrophobia is more or less a form of hys- 
lieria. 
Wore thoro less talk about it, it 


would ba better for the community. A 
little more knoypfedgo of our own nervous 
system, a little loss igaoranco of the dog's, 
and ve shall be far more Ifkely to escape 
hydrophobia entirely than to djs from it 
pr to be saved by inoculation.—Qu? Ani- 
pial friends.

Tlie Burgess and Council of tlie Borough of 
Bristol do ordain .

SEOTIOK 1. That no bicycle shall be ridden on 


any side-walk within the said Borough ot Bristol. 


SECTION 2. That no bicycle shall be run or 


operated within said Borougli of Bristol at any 
greater speed than seven miles an hour; nor un 
less a bell, wuich may be heard at a distance of 
at least fifty feet, shall be attached therein; nor 
unless, between sunsef and sunrise, a lighted 
lamp i<liall be placed on the front thereof. 


SECTION 3 
Any person or persons convicted 
of violating any ol the provisions ot this ordi- 
nance shall, for each offense, forfeit and pity the 
sumot 6ve dollars, to be recovered betore any 
-jaeutwor «i« t-wi»uc, m -tue nmno manner mat 
debts not exceeding one hundred dollars are by 
law recoverable, and when so recovered shall be 
forthwith paid to the Treasurer of the said Bor- 
ough ol Bristol for the use of the said Corpora- 
tion.

C. P. Hnntington, the railroad magnate, 


recently returned from a trip on the 
European continent. In regard to mat- 
ters if Interest to us In Europe he said: 


"I found everything in Europe looking 


well, the crops especially. Money is very 
cheap all over Europe. 
They arc particu- 


lar there what they buy. As to American 
securities they stand well. But Europeans 
have learned to bo discriminating, and 
their investments are made now only aftei 
careful invoHtif,mtit>n. I hail much Inquiry 
made of ine re«nri]inft American railroad 
securities. As 1 never organized and built 
a road nnd defaulted on tho coupons, 3 
Buppoho investors eamo to mo in a fooling 
of confidence that they could rely upon 
what I said. I told them, as I tell you, 
that there lina been much recklw*noss in 
the p ist on tho part of railroad builders in 
this country, but that this era had largelj 
passed, and I thought that much had boo 
learned here through experience; tha 
there were good railroads and bad rail 
road*. I need not mention tho roails tha 
have been recklessly handled, 
you kno\ 


thorn 
Those inquiries were made of mo 


particularly in Germany, England one 
Holland. In Prance there is hardly any 
thing held in our securities. There is as 
much holding of our securities in Enelani 
us tu inu pusc. in ijonrton, J/enusylvnniu 
4 per oonis were all sold out at 108.

should bo o legal tender 
To tho silver 


men I say, 'I am a better silver man than 
you.' [ bollovo that silver should bo a legal 
tender to the amount of $>s30.

silver u legal tender up to £5. 
There is 


moro silver in sight, ten times over, in 
Franco today than there is in this country. 
The snme is true of England, Hero a man 
will aiiolOKize to voa if, ho civos jpoii <i sjl- 
ver dollar instead of a bill. If I wisli to 
pay a haekman for a bhorfc drive at night, 
I would rather pull out a 'dollfi" of out 
daddies' than to try to hunt up a bill. J 
can bo sure about tho silver dollm, but I 
must havo a light to make sure of tho 
amount of tho bill, 
Tho pooplo of our 


country are rather educated up to tho use 
of paper, although in 18U7 there was lots 
of It that was good for nothing, Now we 
are accustomed to using it, and wo doq't 
like silver.

to It, us they are in France and England.

of rood, instead of building from tlio coast. 
There wuuld tlum be between 400 and 50U 
miles of road to build to Victoria Nyanza. 
When tho road is built it will civilize the 
country nnd break up tho slave trade. It 
will open up a fine country. 


"I took an Interest iu the East African 


company myself to the extent of $75,000, 
putting in $50,000 directly. I did thi.s not 
as a speculation, for I expected to sink tlie 
money, but to open up tho country. In- 
stead of building the road, the English- 
men thought it better to sell out. Glad- 
stone was vacillating in his foreign policy, 
but now thut Hulisbmy is at the head of 
affairs anil the government has taken tho 
company up I think the railroad will be 
put through. 


"I also put $50,000 into the railroad to 


be built along tho Kongo, under tho aus- 
pices of tho Belgians. Leopold II intmid- 
ually put a great deal of money into that 
scheme. The Kongo foils some 2,100 feet 
m zo'j miles, ho me roan was to be builC 
BO to (iO miles away from the river, but, 
parallel to its course to Stanley pool, 
whence there would bo good navigation. 
Again, I expected to lose my money, but I 
put it in for opening up the country. 
It 


looks doubtful about the building of that 
road. I think more speculation in Belgium 
than building in the Kongo is going on in 
that matter." 


Mr. Huntington is a great admirer ol 


tho French people, and aKo of tho Our 
mans. 
Kpeaking of these, ho said: 


"I 
dill not see so much poverty in 


Prance as hero. The French are econom- 
ical, industrious anil saving. 
They don't 


splurge as Americans du who go to Europe 
and seem to spend money for the purpose 
of showing that they have it. In a French 
store every parliole of space is economized, 
and a small store does as much business 
as a big one here whore the ront would bo 
$10,000. 
If wo in this country would 


practice economy as they do in France and 
most countries of Europe, wo would thrive 
much more than we do. I like tho French 
for their industry and economy. I like 
tho Germans as well lor similar reasons. 


Mr. Huntiugton received many inquiries 


about South America, anil to these he said 
that tho way to gut alone with the.

AT EXPBESS SPEED. 


vent ion W Wcu, It I» Claimed, Will Pro- 
pel Steamships at 75 Mile, an Hoar. 
A propeller invented by Amroy B. Smith 
f St. Paul, which the Jnventor claims 
will enable a steamer equipped with it to 
ttaln a practically unlimited speed, is a 
ery simple contrivance, yet a marvel of 
ingenuity. Old steam boat men who havo 
xaminsd it express the opinion that the 
ropeller will no doubt send a steamer 
hrough the water at the rate of 60 and 
perhaps even 75 miles an hour. 


There are three distinct Inventions bo- ] 


onging to the propeller. First, tlie,re ore 
he self adjusting buckets or blades, so ar- 
anged that they have what are termed a 
ontinuous pull, a square pull, and a push 
all at the same time, whether wholly or 
mrtially submerged in the water. One or 
TWO wheels can be applied on each side of 
a vessel amidships connected like the drive 
wheels on a locomotive, and one or two 
wheels astern, although it is expected that 
one wheel on each side and one astern 
will produce a sufficiently high rate of 
speed 
Tho shaft, journal and roller bearings 


are new devices and important factors, and 
will, it is predicted, come into general use 
upon all steamships where great power 
nnd high speed are desired, and also upon 
stationary engines, locomotives, railway 
cars, street oars, etc. The pitmaus, cranks, 
etc., are also new features. All the im- 
provements are being patented separately, 
!>ut will belong to and be connected with 
the now propeller. Propositions have al- 
ready been received to place tho new nia- 
ihlnery upon lake and ocean vessels.—Chi- 
cago Tribune.

A WHEAT CONGRESS. 


To Be Held at Nanhville Early In Sep- 


tember. 


The bureau of agriculture of Tennessee 


is arranging for a wheat convention to tie 
held In Nashvillu Sept. a and 3. Millers, 
grain dealers and wheat growers will all 
be invited to attend. It is proposed to 
have a general discussion of the whole 
wheat, nuestion. including nrecaration of 
marketing, shipping and milling. An at- 
tempt will also bo made to classify and 
simplify the different varieties of wheat 
grown in the state. 


Farmers report about 70 varieties, while 


as a matter of fnpt there are only about six 
distinct varieties In the 70. In order to 
add interest to the convention liberal 
premiums will be offered for the best 
bushel of wheat nnd for the largest 
amount grown to the acre. 


Tho Millers' association a id hardware
